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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-17 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method or system for generating a 
differential image of an object in a light scattering medium, a single burst of illuminating 
light to generate reflected light, providing a first charge storing device (first CCD device) and 
a second charge storing device (second CCD device), each of which is independently 
operatively coupled to said charge generating photosensitive device; storing charge on said 
first charge storing device during a first part of the period of time wherein a first image is 
defined,; storing charge on said second charge storing device during a remaining part of said 
period of time wherein a second image is defined ; and generating a difference between the 
first image and the second image, and used in combination with all of the other limitations of 
the claims 1, 8 or 15.
